Thick Smog Persists in Beijing 


Emissions restrictions fail to clear the air as Olympics near 


B E I J I N G I The Chinese capital was shrouded in 
thick gray smog on Sunday, just 12 days before 
the opening ceremony of the Beijing Olympic 
Games. One expert warned that drastic 
measures enacted to cut vehicle and factory 
emissions in the city were no guarantee skies 
would be clear during competitions. 

The pollution was among the worst seen 
in Beijing in the past month, despite traffic 
restrictions enacted a week ago that removed 
half of the city’s cars from roads. 


Visibility was a half-mile in some plac- 
es. During the opening ceremony of the 
Athletes’ Village on Sunday, the housing 
complex was invisible from the nearby main 
Olympic Green. 

“No, it doesn’t really look so good, but ... 
yesterday was better,” said Gunilla Lindberg, 
an International Olympic Committee vice 
president from Sweden who is staying in 
the Athletes’ Village. “The day I arrived, 
Tuesday, was awful.” 


The city’s notoriously polluted air is one 
of the biggest questions hanging over the 
games, which begin on Aug. 8. On Sunday, 
temperatures of about 90 degrees, with 70 
percent humidity and low winds, created a 
mix of harmful chemicals, particulate mat- 
ter and water vapor. 

Athletes have been trickling into Beijing 
and were expected to begin arriving in large 
numbers this week — though some were 
headed to South Korea, Japan and other 
places to avoid Beijing’s air for as long as

NEW YORK I Rescuers suspended 
their search Sunday for a 10 -year- 
old girl in the water off Coney 
Island, one of three swimmers still 
missing from powerful ocean cur- 
rents at New York City and Long 
Island beaches over the week- 
end. Four other victims drowned 
at beaches Friday and Saturday, 
authorities said. 

“There are strong currents in 
these waters,” said Coast Guard 
Petty Officer 3rd Class Annie Ber- 
lin. “It’s important for everybody 
who goes swimming out there to 
remember that.” 

The 10 -year-old girl, Akira John- 
son, was pulled under by currents 
while swimming Saturday. 

With a steady punch of stronger 
rip currents possible over the week- 
end, “only experienced surf swim- 
mers should enter the waters,” said 
National Weather Service meteo- 
rologist Jim Connolly, (ap)

Retail Feels Price Pressure

As manufacturers 
iucrease their prices, 
stores face a dilemma 

NEW YORK I American consum- 
ers will soon be facing more price 
increases — but at the store, not 
the pump. 

Most inflation this year has 
come from food and fuel, as retail- 
ers resisted passing along the higher 
prices manufacturers charged them, 
but coming increases from compa- 
nies such as Johnson & Johnson 
and Hasbro may leave them with 
no choice. 

“While these increases have not, 
for the most part, been passed on 
at the retail level, it is inevitable 
that they will be at some point,” 
said Dean Baker, co-director of 
the Center for Economic and Pol- 
icy Research. 

The price increases leave retail- 
ers in a bind: They can keep prices 
steady and cut profit margins, or 
they can raise prices and risk los- 
ing sales. 

Wal-Mart Stores has been in the 
lead of aggressively keeping prices 
down, and it has pressured its com- 
petitors to do the same. 

“We have seen inflation, and we 
have passed some of that through,” 
said John Simley, a Wal-Mart

spokesman. “We have, wherever 
possible, worked with our suppliers 
to reduce the inflationary impact 
as much as possible.” 

Costco Wholesale Corp. says it 


won’t swallow price increases from 
suppliers on key items but would 
postpone passing them along to 
consumers, if only for a few weeks, 
because it wants to be the last retail- 
er to raise prices. 

“I think the consumer is just 
starting to see, not only with us, 
rising commodity costs and ris- 
ing general merchandise costs in a 
much bigger way than they’ve seen, 
other than with gasoline itself,” 
Richard Galanti, Costco’s chief 
financial officer, said on Wednes- 
day.

Suicide Hot Line Effective 


Officials: Veterans 
phone service averted 
1,221 suieides in a year 

WASHINGTON I More than 22,000 
U.S. veterans have sought help from 
a special suicide hot line in its first 
year, and 1,221 suicides have been 
averted, the government says. 

According to a recent RAND 
Corp. study, roughly one in five 
soldiers returning from Iraq and 
Afghanistan displays symptoms 
of post-traumatic stress disorder, 
putting them at a higher risk for 
suicide. Researchers at Portland 
State University found that male 
veterans are twice as likely to com- 
mit suicide than men who are not 
veterans. 

The VA teamed up with the Sub-

stance Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration to launch 
the hot line last July after years of 
criticism that the VA was not doing 
enough to help wounded soldiers 
returning from Iraq and Afghani- 
stan. In April, two veterans groups 
sued the VA, citing long delays for 


processing applications and other 
problems in treatment for veterans 
at risk for suicide. The department 
has spent $2.9 million on the hot 
line thus far. 

The hot line receives up to 250 
calls per day — double the aver- 
age number calling when it began. 
Kemp said callers are divided even- 
ly between veterans from the Iraq, 
Afghanistan and Vietnam wars. 
Richard McKeon, public health 
adviser for SAMHSA, said 10 to 20 
of the 1,575 calls received each week 
have to be rerouted to high-volume 
backup call centers. 

The veterans hot line received 
55,000 callers in its first year, 
including 22,000 veterans as well 
as people concerned about them, 
according to figures released Mon- 
day.

Verdict in 2006 Ferry Case 
Angers Victims’ Families 

The owner of a ferry that sank two 
years ago in the Red Sea was acquit- 
ted Sunday of manslaughter charg- 
es in the deaths of more than 1,000 
people who perished in the botched 
rescue.

E-mail warned of series 
of attacks that killed 
45 people in W. India 

AHMADABAD, INDIA | An obscurc 
Islamic group claimed responsibility 
for a series of synchronized explo- 
sions that killed at least 45 people 
in western India, warning of “the 
terror of Death” in an e-mail sent 
to several television stations min- 
utes before the blasts. 

An unexploded bomb was found 
and defused early Sunday, said the 
city’s police commissioner, O.R 
Mathur. He said police had detained 
30 people. 

“In the name of Allah the Indian 
Mujahideen strike again! Do what- 
ever you can, within 5 minutes from 
now, feel the terror of Death!” said 


an e-mail from the group. 

The e-mail’s subject line said: 
“Await 5 minutes for the revenge of 


Gujarat,” an apparent reference to 
2002 riots in the western state that 
killed 1,000 people, mostly Muslims. 


Ahmadabad was the scene of much 
of the 2002 violence. 

Saturday’s e-mail, sent from a 
Yahoo account and written in Eng- 
lish, was made available to The Asso- 
ciated Press by one of the TV stations 
that received the warning. 

The e-mail was sent by a group 
calling itself Indian Mujahedeen, 
which was unknown before May, 
when it said it was behind bombings 
in Jaipur that killed 6l people. 

State government spokesman 
Jaynarayan Vyas said 45 people 
were killed and l6l were wounded 
when at least 16 bombs went off Sat- 
urday evening in several crowded 
neighborhoods. The attack came a 
day after seven smaller blasts killed 
two people in Bangalore. 

Cities across the country were 
put on alert Sunday, and security 
was stepped up at markets, hos- 
pitals, airports and train stations.

Iraqi Gunmen Kill 


Worshippers traveling 
to Baghdad are fatally 
shot in Sunni town 

BAGHDAD I Seven Shiite pilgrims 
traveling to a shrine in Baghdad 
were fatally shot in an ambush in 
a Sunni town south of the capital 
Sunday as authorities tightened 
security ahead of a major religious 
festival that is expected to draw tens 
of thousands of worshippers. 

Shiite pilgrims have frequently 
been targeted by car bombs and 
gunmen during years of sectarian 
warfare. In 2005, at least 1,000 


people also were killed in a bridge 
stampede caused by rumors of a 
suicide bomber in Baghdad during 
the Kazimiyah pilgrimage. 

The gunmen were hiding on the 
side of the road when they opened 
fire Sunday, killing the seven young 
men near Madain, about 14 miles 
southeast of Baghdad, said a police 
officer familiar with the incident. 

An official at the Baghdad hos- 
pital where the bodies were taken 
confirmed the victims were killed 
by gunfire, but both spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because they 
weren’t authorized to release the 
information.

The slain men, ages 20 to 25, 
were on foot and had begun their 
trek in the Shiite town of Suwayrah, 
the policeman said. 

The U.S. military, meanwhile, 
said two new operations will begin 
early next month in a bid to rout 
insurgents from rural hideouts in 
northern Iraq and solidify recent 
security gains in urban areas. 

In a separate development Sun- 
day, the U.S. military admitted 
that American soldiers killed three 
innocent civilians after opening fire 
on a car last month on the heav- 
ily secured Baghdad airport road.

Student program is 
plagued with payroll 
problems, low morale 

City Administrator Dan Tangher- 
lini arrived at work a week ago Fri- 
day and walked into chaos. It was 
payday for the city’s summer jobs 
program, and hundreds of student 
workers had been underpaid or not 
paid at all. As the day wore on, hun- 
dreds became thousands. 

It was a frustrating moment 
for city officials who had touted a 


new debit card that was meant to 
help end payroll issues, a problem 
that has plagued the jobs program 
that D.C. Council member Marion 
Barry, D-Ward 8, created as mayor 
in 1979. 

Tangherlini went to the head- 
quarters that Friday, again the next 
day and several times last week as 
the department worked to correct 
the problems. Mayor Adrian M. 
Fenty ambitiously expanded the 
program, swelling the ranks from 
12,629 last year to 19,000 this sum- 
mer, making it one of the largest of 


its kind in the country. But the big 
numbers have brought big problems 
for an administration that prides 
itself on take-charge efficiency. 

Keenly aware of the challenges, 
the city fired its program adminis- 
trator July 16, two days before the 
payday glitches. Just as challeng- 
ing, though, is figuring out how to 
find meaningful work experiences 
for all of the young workers. 

There are programs that have 
been problematic, such as the Wash- 
ington East of the River Academy 
in Anacostia, where logistical hur-

dies delayed it from getting under- 
way for four weeks, while students 
sat in an auditorium and then in 
classrooms with little to do.

U.Va. Takes 

Common 

Application 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA. I The Uni- 
versity of Virginia has joined a 
pool of nearly 350 colleges that 
accept a standardized college 
application form. 

U.Va., the University of Mary 
Washington, and the College of 
William and Mary are the three 
public colleges in Virginia using 
the Common Application. 

U.Va. applicants started using 
the online form July 1. They’re still 
required to fill out a supplemen- 
tal application that includes essay 
questions specific to U.Va. 

It’s too early to tell how the 
switch will affect the number of 
university applicants, accord- 
ing to Dean of Admission John 
Blackburn. 

Some schools see an increase 
after starting to use the Common 
Application, while others seem to 
experience little or no change. 

The switch to the Common 
Application is just one of three 
major changes to U.Va.’s admis- 
sions process this year. Associate 
Dean of Admission Gregory Rob- 
erts said in a release. For the first 
time, all applications will be read 
online and not printed out. 

Common Application has field- 
ed applications for private schools 
since 1975 and began taking them

Web maps for biking 
and walking grow as

ROUTES I As more commuters con-

The first challenge: how to 
account for factors that make bicy- 
cle and walking routes different 


from driving paths. 

Pedestrians need sidewalks 
but don’t have to abide by one-way 
streets. Walkers and bikers can cut 
through paths or trails not meant 
for cars, but they must avoid high- 
ways. Bikers, unlike walkers, need 
to think about whether a road is 
paved and are prohibited from 
sidewalks in some cities. 

All these variables mean the 
fastest, easiest route for a driver 
may not be the same as for some- 
one on foot or riding a bike. And 
developing a comprehensive system 
for non-drivers requires a tricky 
step: collecting huge volumes of 
local metadata and getting them 
on national databases used by map- 
ping services. 

“In the U.S., we are primarily 
a driving country or have been for 
a very, very long time,” said Chris- 
tian Dwyer, MapQuest’s senior vice 
president and general manager. 


Advocates believe making walk- 
ing and biking directions avail- 
able on the Internet could help 
change that culture, especially in 
urban areas. 

The technical challenge involves 
overlaying detailed information 
for walkers and bikers onto exist- 
ing online maps, and then apply- 
ing it to algorithms used to lay out 
the quickest routes. If some path, 
walkway or shortcut is on a map 
but not accounted for in the algo- 
rithm, it maybe useless. 

“There are some horror stories 
of the past of people being routed 
onto the Appalachian Trail or a 
couple driving off the ferry dock,” 
said Jay Benson, vice president of 
global strategic planning for Tele 
Atlas, an international mapping 
company that supplies data to 
Google, MapQuest and others. 

But if these tweaks are done 
right, the Internet mapping services 
could tell a biker to use, say, a river- 
side trail to avoid congestion, while 
showing a walker to dart through 
a parking lot to cut off a corner — 
or at the very least to head against 
car traffic on one-way streets.

Sastre Wins Tour Tainted by Drugs 


Rider is third straight 
Spaniard to conquer 
cycling s premier event 

CYC LI N G I Spain’s Carlos Sastre won 
the Tour de France on Sunday, with 
cycling’s showpiece event again 
unable to escape the shadow of dop- 
ing. Minutes after the victory, it was 
announced a rider from Kazakhstan 
used a banned stimulant. 

Dmitriy Fofonov tested positive 
for a “very heavy dose” of heptamin- 
ol after Thursday’s 18th stage, said 
Pierre Bordry, the head of France’s 
anti-doping agency. Fofonov was 
immediately fired by his Credit 
Agricole team. 

“These guys are crazy, and the 
sooner they start learning, the bet- 
ter,” International Cycling Union 
chief Pat McQuaid said by phone.

BEANS I Readers who share author 
Michaele Weissman’s intense inter- 
est in all facets of gourmet coffee 
will love “God in a Cup: The Obses- 
sive Quest for the Perfect Coffee.” 

The book digs deep into the con- 
ditions in which coffee is grown 
and the manner in which it is sold 
to coffee nerds in the first world. 
(The title, “God in a Cup,” comes 
from overwrought praise given to 
Panamanian specialty coffee Haci- 
enda La Esmeralda Special.) 

But readers who have only a 
passing interest in coffee — as in, 
they drink it and forget about it — 
might find themselves drowned 
in Weissman’s flood of caffeinated 
enthusiasm for her subject. 

“God in a Cup” exhaustively cov- 
ers the breeding, growing, harvest- 
ing, preparing, roasting, storing, 
brewing and selling of coffee. The 
book also is a love letter to char-

ismatic coffee guys who run bou- 
tique cafes or travel the world in 
search of the next great harvest. A 
disproportionate number of these 
guys have, say, stunning blue eyes, 
firm features, a bad-boy mystique 
and a love of adventure and der- 
ring-do. 

Weissman also spends a lot of 
her book describing conditions at 


coffee’s points of origin. These trav- 
elogs throughout the African and 
Latin American countryside are 
interesting and offer Weissman’s 
thoughts on development issues. 
She sees Ethiopia as a banquet 
of genetic riches for coffee lovers 
and suggests that infinite variet- 
ies of the little bean may still await 
discovery. 

The author also takes the read- 
ers into a number of tasting compe- 
titions of elite coffees and into the 
hard, uncertain work of all kinds of 
farmers in Africa and Latin Amer- 
ica who grow the beans eventually 
consumed in coffeehouses thou- 
sands of miles away.

Fans of the band’s smash hits

trippy blues to “Surrendering” and 
the title track. 

“Miss You” is a melodic rocker 
with a crisp acoustic touch, “A Kiss 
Before Dying” soars high on Mar- 
tin’s wailing, and disc closer “Con- 
sider Us” offers some surprising 
piano balladry.

Forbidden Love on Film 


Parvez Sharma tries 
to reconcile Islam 
and homosexuality 

STRUGGLeTA Jihad for Love” might 
not be the blockbuster movie of the 
season, but the new documentary 
about the plight of gay and lesbian 
Muslims is enjoying a degree of 
acclaim as it casts light on a subject 
often shrouded in mystery. 

The film’s gay Muslim director, 
Parvez Sharma, has spent the past 
year touring festivals. 

“A Jihad for Love” was the doc- 
umentary centerpiece last week 


at Outfest, a gay and lesbian film 
festival in Los Angeles. It will be 
shown briefly at a D.C. theater in 
September. 

Filmed surreptitiously in 12 
countries over six years, the movie 
offers a window into the distraught 
lives of gay and lesbian Muslims as 
they try to reconcile their sexuality 
with their devotion to a faith that 
condemns their way of life. 

Sharma, 35, a former journalist 
in India, said he did not intend to 
attack Islam but to open a dialogue 
about a dilemma that forces people 
to endure quiet desperation. 

And therein lies the meaning

behind the film’s title: Jihad, often 
equated with holy war, literally 
means “struggle” or “to strive in 
the path of God,” he said. 

“I know there is a deep hunger 
for this film,” said Sharma, who 
shot the movie, his first feature 
documentary, in Egypt, Turkey, 
India, South Africa, France and 
other countries. 

“There are vast differences 
among Muslims on how to deal with 
homosexuality,” he added. “For the 
most part, they choose to ignore it 
as long as it is kept private.” 

To make “A Jihad for Love,” 
Sharma teamed with producer 


Sandi DuBowski, who made the 
2001 documentary “Trembling 
Before G-d,” which depicted the 
struggle of gay and lesbian Ortho- 
dox and Hasidic Jews. 

Although the two films tackle 
similar terrain, Sharma’s movie was 
especially difficult to make because 
of the dangers, including police sur- 
veillance and the threat of arrest, 
which he was able to avoid. 

At last week’s Outfest screening, 
several Muslims in the audience — 
gay and straight — said they were 
pleased to discover that Sharma 
portrayed Islam in a respectful 
manner. 

“As a Muslim woman, I found 
your film incredibly beautiful and 
spiritually inspiring,” Nagwa Ibra- 
him, 30, a civil rights attorney, 
told Sharma. “I was very moved 
by the humanity of your film.”

was born. 

Extra Golden combines the 
punch of rock ’n’ roll and the danc- 
ing, syncopated melodies and 
rhythms of benga, which grew out 
of Kenyan folk music and southern 
African pop. 


While the lilting Afro-pop 
sounds of benga underscore every- 
thing in Extra Golden, Eagleson

Hummer owners are 
torn between passion 
and practical choices 

They rumble in on treads called 
Super Swampers, wearing their 
hearts on their license plates. 

“PLAYDRTY,” one behemoth 
declares. “HUM THIS,” dares 
another. 


In a country 
where life 
revolves 
around the car, 
you are what 
you drive. 

The digital board fronting the 
Shell station at Exit 100 in Pine 
Grove, Pa., winks back: “Welcome 
Hummers!” 

In the fading light, though, it’s 
impossible to ignore the sign at 
the Sunoco across the road: Die- 
sel, $4.97. 

You’ve got to be tough to love a 
Hummer. The soaring price of fuel 
is only part of it. Environmentalists, 
who’ve always had it in for Hum- 
mer lovers, are winning converts. 
General Motors, which presided 
over Hummer’s transition from a 
badge of military bravado into a 
symbol of driveway excess, is look- 
ing to sell. 

But there’s no apologizing or 
self-pity from Hummer diehards. 
They’re here to goad machines 
that can top 5 tons over boulders 
the size of Smart cars, through 
stewpots of mud obscuring who- 
knows-what and across obstacle 
courses of stumps, logs and stones 
— “like riding a slow-motion roller 
coaster,” one says. 

Maybe mega-SUVs are going 
the way of dinosaurs. Hummer 


sales have dropped 40 percent 
this year. 

But these beasts and the men 
and women who love them cer- 
tainly don’t behave like endan- 
gered species. 

“I told my wife when we bought 
this, ‘Honey, we’re investing in steel 
and rubber’,” says William Welch, a 
Philadelphia surgeon who owns a 
jet-black Hi. “If it was $10 a gallon,” 
he says, “we’d still be out there.” 

Cars are much more than trans- 
portation to Americans. In a coun- 
try where life revolves around the 
car, you are what you drive. 

“We eat 20 percent of our meals 
in cars. We spend hour and hours 
every week [in cars],” says Leon 
James, a University of Hawaii pro-

fessor and expert in the psychology 
of driving. 

But even in American car cul- 
ture, the Hummer is an outlier, pro- 
voking love and hatred so intense 
it’s easy to forget the basic scrappi- 
ness that gave birth to the vehicle 
in the first place. 

The Hummer’s DNA traces to 
the Jeep, produced for the Army 
World War II. 


GM’s 2002 introduction of the 
H2 — more polished and sold in 
considerably larger numbers — net- 
ted enemies. One Web site, FUH2. 
com, drew hundreds of photos from 
people saluting the Hummer with 
their middle fingers. 

The stepped up culture war 
found its way to a Washington, 
D.C., neighborhood last July, when 
two masked men attacked a parked 
Hummer with a machete and a 
baseball bat. 

Hummer owners from across 
the country called Gareth Groves, 
the owner of the vandalized vehi- 
cle, to offer help and even garage 
space. But they were outnumbered 
by people who sent hate mail.

The Shark Expert 

Scientist and shark expert RYAN 
JOHNSON was online Friday to dis- 
cuss the National Geographic TV 
special “Sharkville,” which explores 
the world ofthe great white shark. 

I realize that great whites have an 
innate “cool” factor, but could you 
give a quick explanation of why we 
should study them? Clearly, there is 
a lot of research that still needs to 
be done on the natural world. 

As top predators, sharks can have 
a major impact right through the 
marine food web. To ensure that 
entire marine ecologies stay stable, 
we have to understand and protect 
the top of the food chain, which is 
where sharks and the great white 
are positioned.

Why do sharks jump out of the water 
sometimes, as we recently saw this 
week in a photograph taken of a surfer 
with a shark jumping out of the water 
right behind him? 

The jumping out of the water that great 
white sharks do is a consequence of 
the high-speed ambush attacks they 
attempt on seals. They typically patrol 
at around 10 meters in water depth, 
looking up for silhouettes of seals. 
When [the sharks spot them], the 


sharks accelerate as fast as they can 
vertically to attack the seal, and the 
momentum carries them out of the 
water in what we call a breach. 

I was wondering if anyone has dis- 
covered why punching a shark in the 
nose sends him away on his back. 

I’ve never heard of that happening, 
that they fall onto their backs from 
punching. One thing that a num- 
ber of people do with great white 
sharks is lightly stroke its nose and 
the sharks will follow the hand and 
do the mouth opening that is often 
portrayed in photographs. On a 
few occasions, you can in fact lead 
the shark over onto its back and 
it swims away slowly, slightly dis- 
oriented.
